LAWYERS IN ENGLAND. 


T h e Difference Between the Ba rr is te r 
and the Solicitor. 
The barrister in England is the very 
salt of the earth. 
Ile it is who makes 
the laws, who goes into parliament, 
who sits on the bench, who considers 
himself seven or eight degrees higher 
up in the social scale than any other 
poor or middle class mortal, and with 
all this In* lias absolutely no responsi­ 
bility toward his clients. 
That ancient, 
much abused thing called custom in 
this country has created for the law 
two separate and distinct limbs, which 
may be compared in a measure to the 
life of the bee. 
One is the drone and 
the other the queen. 
The drone Is the 
solicitor, who sits in nu office working 
tip a case, consulting clients, drawing 
gills, controlling estat** transactions and 
controlling tile incomes of people who 
are unfortunate enough to be saddled 
under tho trust dci*ds. 
The solicitor, 
who has his own tradition to work out, 
does not ever get to himself any glory 
whatever. 
Except in police and coun­ 
ty court cases, he is persona non grata, 
or. In tin* words of the judges, “lie is 
not seen.” 
If In* lins a case on hand, 
he is obliged to take it to a barrister, 
who, th nigh he may never have heard 
of the matter in dispute before, dons 
his w ig and gown. proceeds into court 
aud argues till all is black and blue, 
as if he knew all about it, for which he 
draws a most prodigious fee, quite big 
enough to enable him to appear nicely 
mount ini iii the row every morning. 
If he spoils the case, there is no chance 
for redress, because the barrister is 
merely a gentleman whom fiction po­ 
litely assumes to be a friend in need. 
All the onus of failure falls upon the 
poor solicitor. 
There arc no barristers 
in pris rn, but there are a good many 
solicitors who wear the broad arrow 
which is the trademark of his majesty's 
prisons. 
The solicitor remains the old 
time family adviser, to whom all sorts 
of 
foolish 
people 
bring 
their 
trust 
deeds, 
their stock certificates, 
their 
government bonds and nil such docu­ 
ments which have a tendency to lead a 
weak men Into temptation, and that is 
why so many solicitors, 
when they 
need money, find it impossible to re­ 
sist the desire to take that which is 
not theirs.—London Letter in Town and 
Country.

Richville, Minn., July 21*.- Fourteen 
farmers living northwest of Dent and 
about three or four miles from Vergas 
have sold options on their farms and 
the money has been paid down by B. 
Magoffin, Jr., a mining man, who has 
been exploring the country in that vi­ 
cinity since early last spring. 
In some instances the price offered is 
$50 an acre for the mineral rights. Mr. 
Magoffin is reticent about his plans, 
hut says drilling operations will begin 
in a few months. 
The land purchased is in a low range 
of hills that run northeast and south­ 
west, and the nearest place to Vergas 
is about three miles southeast, where 
the wagon road crossed the railroad 
track near Long Lake. 
The mineral 
resources of Minnesota are beyond com­ 
prehension, and this tract of land will 
be explored to the limit.

fin said they would have to drill from 
300 to 600 feet in order to be satisfied 
whether there was any of the mineral 
iron ore, that they are after. 
Whether the explorers make a strike 
or not, the farmers who have given 
options on their land have all received 
a substantial sum of money, and it 
looks very much as though prospects 
are good from the miner’s standpoint.
